CODE OF CONDUCT FOR MNES). 
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6. ENERGY SITUATION AND EMPLOYMENT (ITEM 3) 

MSAC WILL CONSIDER SECRETARIAT DRAFT REPORT BASED ON 
INFORMATION RECEIVED FROM MEMBER COUNTRIES SINCE LAST 
MSAC MEETING AND DECIDE WHAT FURTHER WORK SHOULD BE DONE. 
ACTION REQUESTED: IN VIEW OF GASS'S STRONG DESIRE MSAC 
EXAMINE EMPLOYMENT EFFECTS OF ENERGY SITUATION AND HIS 
RECEPTIVITY TO US DESIRE FOR WORK ON EMPLOYMENT 
SECURITY, DEPT OF LABOR MAY WISH TO RECAST PROPOSAL IN 
PARAS 14 TO 19 OF MS/M/74.1 (REF C) IN TERMS OF IMPACT 
OF ENERGY SITUATION ON EMPLOYMENT. MISSION WOULD NEED 
NEW PROPOSAL SOON, TO ALLOW SECRETARIAT TIME TO TRANS- 
LATE AND DISTRIBUTE FOR JULY MSAC MEETING.
